Au In te r v ie w w ith Ju rg c M iller 
R egu rd liig Them . 
C h ic a g o , Septem ber 
20.—Justice 
Sam uel M iller, th e U nited States Su­ 
prem e C ourt Ju d g e to w hom , it is ru ­ 
m ored, th e 
condem ned an arch ists 
projxjse to present th eir case, w as in­ 
terview ed regarding th e m atter to-day. 
‘Such a case,” said h e, “ is usually 
taken before one of the Ju stises, and, 
as a rule, before th e Justice of th e dis­ 
trict. 
I n th is case Justice H arlan 
should be seen. 
H e is n ot in Chicago 
now, b u t in W ashington, w h ere he 
will be for some tim e. 
‘‘I t is very rare , indeed, th a t the 
Suprem e C ourt ev er touches a case de­ 
cided by a State court. T he an arch istf 
to g et th e ir cases before th e Suprem e 
C ourt m u st prove th at th e constitu­ 
tional rig h ts of th e prisoners or th e 
federal law s, w ere b roken in th e tria l.” 
“ Do you th in k th a t they w ere?” 
“ I do not. know .” 
“ W ould the fact th at it is a case of 
national im portance m ake an y differ­ 
ence in getting it before the Suprem e 
C ourt?” 
‘N o, only its consequences are of 
m ore th an national im portance. 
I 
consider th e case th e m ost im portant 
tried in th is country for yearfv 
T hese 
fellows seem to have m ade Chicago 
th eir h eadquarters. 
T hey h ave m ade 
more frienus here th an anyw here else 
in th e country.”

Also, that the thanks of 
this church are hereby tendered to 
Mr. George M. Sisson, the founder of 
the Sisson University of Lower Cali­ 
fornia, for his proposed gift of a build­ 
ing for the College of Arts, at En­

Hie report of the Woman'B Home 
Mission Society was adopted after 
some discussion. From a statement 
furnished by the presiding elders, it is 
probable that fully one-third of the 
charges in the whole conference will 
require missionary aid during the com­ 
ing year. These are places where it is 
imperative that the gospel be preached 
ana a preacher sent. There are also 
many other places where Methodism 
ought to be \ lanted. In addition to 
the help received from the Parent 
Minsionarv Society, we need from 
$2000 to $3000 from the Conference 
Home Missionary Society to enable us 
to ensure a bare living for the men in 
the fields, which must be filjed. Now 
is the great opportunity. To help ac­ 
complish this most important result, 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
of the conference has has been organ­ 
ised. The ladies composing this or­ 
ganization have shown commendable 
seal and greal diligence, with most ex­ 
cellent results in getting the work un­ 
der way. Yet one of their difficulties 
has been in enlisting the co-operation 
of some of the pastors of the churches 
abundantly able to contribute to this 
cause. 
The committee on auditing the pre­ 
siding elder’s accounts reported that 
all the accounts had l>een carefully at­ 
tended to. 
The committee on conference enter­ 
tainment reported funds from last year, 
$199; funds raised this year, $89.37; 
total, $288.37. 
Resolutions were adopted tendering 
the thanks of the conference to the 
daily papers for their kindness in pub­ 
lishing n ports of the proceedings, 
and instructing the secretary to fur­ 
nish reporters with such matter as will 
be interesting and profitable to the 
public. 
After the session, which was short, 
the members attended a reception at 
Mrs. Dodsworth’s.

The Methodist conference met at 
the Fort-street Methodist church at 9 
C’elock yesterday morning, Bishop 
Walden "in the chair. The secretary 
read the minutes of Monday, and the 
conference adopted them. 
The Committee on the State of the 
Church presented a written rei»ort, 
which lamented the slack observance 
of Sunday and recommended that 
letters t»e not mailed on Sun­ 
day. Excursions on that day were 
condemned, and legislation to compel 
Bundav observance is also recom­ 
mended. The committee also recoin 
mended legal prohibition of the sale 
of liquors, regardless of party affilia­ 
tions. Certain amusements were also 
condemned.

W hen this State, groaning under 
th e weight of the Chinese cur»*, went 
before the east with a plea fo r relief, 
we were met everywhere with a cal­ 
lous indifference which arose from an 
u tter misapprehension on the part of 
those who knew nothing about the 
Mongol and his habits. 
The Ameri­ 
can people could not be persuaded 
th a t there was any race whose preju­ 
dices, customs and habits would not 
give way before the light of our insti­ 
tutions. 
If the Chinese would not as­ 
sim ilate with us the fault was with 
Californians; and it must be the fel­ 
lows of the baser sort who ol ijected to 
the “ little brown m an,” so “ childlike 
and bland.” 
It was the hoodlums 
who objected to the Chinaman. 
§uch 
was the reasoning of people at the 
east. 
All things are possible to him that 
ran wait. In due time the Chinaman 
mud his habits, with his clog shoes, 
wide-legged garments, pig-tail, opium 
pipe, and fan-tan game found his way 
to these eastern cities. 
The people of 
New York and Boston opened their 
arm s to welcome the comer from far 
C athay. 
The girls of the Sunday 
Schools invited “ John” home with 
them , and let themselves loose in an 
abandon of delight, blowing soap bub­ 
bles and what not with the mild and 
tractable heathen, who was to be made 
a Christian in a jiffy. 
W hen the 
disciple of Confucius came in contact 
with these good people, he would at 
once doff liis strange garments, cutoff 
his queue, cast aside his idols and 
one-stringed fiddle, his opium pipe 
and all other abominations of his 
heathenism and take to Christian 
m orality and clothes like a duck to 
water.

and fan-tan, and cellars four stories 
below ground reeking with filth, phys­ 
ical and m oral. The youth of the city 
of “ Brotherly Love” finds its way to 
Chinatow n—for was not “John am an 
and a brother, too?” The Mongol 
was very slow to learn the cate­ 
chism , 
long 
or 
short, 
presented 
for his distinguished consideration, 
in the Sunday School; but the Chris­ 
tian youth he lured to his den soon 
got a decided taste for opium, and 
other innocent innovations of Ah Sin. 
In one day 
Philadelphia arrested 
twenty-three of their mild pets for dis­ 
orderly conduct. 
The people of the 
E ast found the innocent Mongol in 
th e shape of ahigh-binder was á hired 
assassin of the most bloody type. 
They found he had set up in the land 
an imperium in imperio, held his own 
tribunals in secret, and defied the laws 
of the country. John and his habits 
create a nuisance most dangerous to 
health, and when the Health Officer 
tries to enforce the ordinance, therein 
provided, all Chinatown rises up 
in 
arms 
to 
resist 
the 
offi­ 
cer. 
There 
is 
a 
riot 
in 
th e place, and the meek little “ brown 
m an ” is a holy terror. 
The highbind­ 
ers made away with a lot of witnesses 
w anted in a Chinese case before a New 
Y ork court. 
This is the way the Her­ 
a ld of that city speaks of i t : 
There is growing up in New York a 
com m unity so convert in ita habits, so 
close-mouthed, so utterly foreign, and 
in many respects bitterly hostile, to 
t h e rest of the city, th at the investi­ 
gation of crime is becoming almost 
im p o ss ib le . 
That there are several 
strong secret societies in Mott street is 
I fact beyond dispute. The purpose of 
t h e s e organizations is generally an­ 
nounced by Chinam en to be benevo­ 
len t and charitable. 
Yet the officers 
an d leaders of the societies always 
com e to the front to defend Chinese 
crim inals, and never, no m atter how 
cow ardly or fiendish the crime may 
be assist the police to information. 
Some of the leaders are said to be di­ 
rectors of vast systems of oppression 
am i blackmail, and it is said that a 
C h i n a m a n had better jum p into the 
a e a than incur their enm ity. 
Such 
e a s e s as have been tried already in 
t h e New York courts have revealed in 
t h e evidence wholesale feuds, the 


ferocity and bitterness of which almost 
surpasses belief. 
Why, that sounds terribly like epi­ 
sodes we have heard of here in Cali­ 
fornia. but then it was the fault of 
the hoodlums with ut>! 
• 
Then comes the Mail and Express of 
(rotham and say s: 
“ It was not until 1875 that the Chi­ 
nese took possession of Mott street. 
* * 
As new arrivals from the Flow­ 
ery Kingdom appeared on the scene 
they settled down on this spot, and 
Chinatown waxed and grew strong 
until it became what it now is—a 
veritable city within a city, having its 
own municipal government and ii 
most things making laws, suiting 
itself ami growing in strength, oblivi­ 
ous of the political and social ameni­ 
ties of the agitation around it.” 
Hear this from the same source: 
Down in Fell street are gathered 
several hundred of as disreputable 
heathens as ever cut a throat. 
The 
Chinamen of Mott street have an ex­ 
pressive name for Pell street. They 
call it ‘Broken-head street’ and it is 
worthy of the name. 
Here are the 
headquarters of all the highbinders * 
* who have been at the bottom of not 
a few desperate crimes in New York. 
There are probably 300 of these crim­ 
inals and outcasts, who, in company 
with dissolute women, haunt the dirty 
basements and tenements of ‘Broken- 
head 
street,’ 
gambling, 
drinking, 
smoking opium, anil carrying on wild 
orgies which sometimes end in fatal 
affrays. 
* * During all the years of 
evangelical labor among the Mongo­ 
lian population of the city but about a 
dozen hona fide converts have been 
made and several of them are Raid to 
be but a little better than when they 
were thcrough-going heathen. 
Then the G ra p h ic says: 
More opium-joints are in full blast 
in the Chinese district to-day than 
ever before, ami thousands of young 
Americans of both sexes are yearly 
going down under the blasting, with­ 
ering influence of this vice. 
‘The wo­ 
men of our city,’ said Insjiector 
Byrnes, ‘are becoming addicted to the 
vice to a frightful extent. 
I know, 
personally, of several eases where the 
wives ami daughters of some of our 
most wealthy and respectably citizens 
have gone to ruin through these 
opium-joints.’ 
In nil these eastern cities there is 
the same story to learn. 
Young girls 
learning to smoke opium in these dens 
of diabolical heathen vice; young 
men “ hitting the pipe” and lured to 
the iascinating pastime of fau-tan, 
and other appurtenances of Oriental 
civilization. 
In 
Chicago Ah Sin 
killed a policeman who attempted to 
arrest him . 
In Providence, Rhode 
Island, Ah Shame stabs a white man 
in a dispute. 
Is it so, my brothers? 
Do you know the Mongol better, now 
you see him ?

phere may be lurid in the extreme. 
Americans are well satisfied with the 
good sense of our citizens, and confi­ 
dent in the strength of our institutions 
and laws. 
Both are all the Bafer for 
such speech as Most and his like ¡n-á 
dulge in. This gives an opportunity 
to learn what people have iu mind, 
and prevents any formation of closely 
concealed meetings under secret socie­ 
ties. The officers become informed as 
to the intentions of these men, and are 
therefore prepared to meet them.

England 
dare not let the English people talk, 
because her rule in Ireland is oppres­ 
sive.

man and violates the law by the injury 
of his neighbor’s person. 


T h e wine trade of this state is cer­ 
tainly in a most healthy condition. 
On the first instant the steamer San 
Jose sailed from San Francisco for 
Panam a, taking out for New York 
twenty-six thousand 
nine hundred 
gallons of wine valued at $0,430. 
For 
Mexico she carried three hundred and 
ninety-eight gallons of wine worth 
$405, and forty-five gallons of brandy 
worth $125. 
There were shipped by 
the same vessel to Central America 
seven hundred and gighty-five gallons 
of wine valued at $1,404, and to Ger­ 
many forty-eight gallons rated at $48. 
On the saíne date a sailing vessel 
carried to Tahiti one thousand one 
hundred and eighty-one gallons of 
wine valued at .$504, and twenty«two 
of brandy at $44. Then also on the 
fifteenth of September, the steamer to 
China took one thousand four hundred 
and twenty-three gallons of wine 
worih $1,2:10; the vessel going to Hon­ 
olulu took three hundred and ninety 
gallons of wine estimated as worth 
$273, and another took to Kahulia 
eighty-two gallons valued at $88. The 
total of these shipments is thirty- 
one thousand two hundred and seven 
gallons of our grape products and the 
sworn value is $ 1 4 ,4 4 0 . 
It will be ob­ 
served that these shipments embrace 
a very large portion of the world in 
their destinations. 
Moreover, it ap­ 
pears that the total number of sepa­ 
rate shippers represented is nearly 
ft/ty, while there were over sixty con­ 
signees in the lists.

h im ,” and with th at a smooth-faced, 
gray-haired, pleasant, jovial old gen­ 
tlem an jumped to his feet anil asked 
the Reporter to dire t him to the 
whereabouts of ‘‘Old Tom.” 
The 
speaker was William (Billy McMahon, 
one of the old gentlemen comprising 
the volunteer fire departm ent of New 
York, who made such an interesting 
Krade in the city yesterday. 
He is 
;e most of 
his 
comrades—gray- 
haired and well-off—but tho sparkle ol 
fun still shines from his eyes, and his 
old legs do their duty almost as well us 
they did a score of years ago. 
All of tliese old, wealthy volunteer 
Are-fighters of New York are interest 
ing characters, naturally. 
They can 
bo easily recall reminiscences of the 
long ago. 
Win. McMahon is 58 years 
old. and in one sense is the father of 
baseball as a science. 
Iiong ago, 
when many of the great ¡irofessional 
players of the present time were mak­ 
ing mud pies, he was getting tired of 
taking hot liners and daisy cutters. 
He it was who first organized the old 
New York Mutuals. 
And, too, he is 
the man who gave to Chicago its first 
club, christened White Stockings. 
‘ Well, well, who’d a thought it 
To come way out here to Chicago to 
be asked about base hall 
But L can 
tell you something about the old days 
and the players, th a t’s a fact. L ets 
Bee--it was along in ’52 when I first 
got to l»e some punipkiiiH as a ball­ 
player. 
That was the time when base 
ball was in swaddling clothes and 
needed a nurse. The only two clubs 
then . in existence were the Knicker­ 
bockers and New Yorks, afterward 
called Gothams. 
You know—but of 
course 
you 
don’t 
know', 
voung 
m a n — hut I ’ll tell you. 
’There' 
■were 
no innings in those days. 
No, sir — no innings. Twenty-one 
aces (runs) counted a game,’ and 
the club which made them first won 
the game. Well, I was a butcher boy 
in 1852, stout, strong and active, and 
oh, how I could run ami chase a ball, 
ami the old man rubbed his legs most 
tenderly as a spell of deep thought 
came over him and the old days 
passed in review before his fancy. 
By tliia time quite a num ber of his 
o ld Comrades, who are journeying on a 
pleasure tour to the far West, gath­ 
ered about and listened. 
“ So, as I said, these last two clubs 
were to meet and battle for the su­ 
premacy,” he continued.. 
‘The scene 
of strife was at th e old lied house 
grounds in Harlem, at the loot of 109th 
street. 
It's a race track now. 
I be­ 
longed to the New Yorks, ur Gothams, 
ana played short stop. 
Bill Barnes 
was catcher, Tom Van Oott pitcher, 
and his brother, Judge Van Lott, at 
th a t time the magistrate at the Ma­ 
rine Court, was third base. The rest 
I can’t recollect. Well, the Knicker­ 
bockers won the toss, and, unlike the 
practice of now-a-days, took the bat. 
They made five runs and we followed 
with three. 
The 
next 
time we 
skunked ’em, and in two more times 
at bat we made twenty-ofie ares and 
won the game.” 
“ Yes, and I took your place at the 
butcher shop while 
you played.” 
sjioke up a tall, white-bearaea old 
fireman named Silas Ling, who now 
owns his own place of business, is 
well off, and, with the rest, is sight­ 
seeing. 
“ Yes, that’s so, Sile,” answered the 
speaker. “ Then I laid off as a prize 
player until ’57, when I organized the 
Mutuals. I was the short stop, and 
the record we made may be found 
even now in the annals of base ball. 
The country got stirred up on the 
game altout this tim e, and I, at the 
solicitation of Tom Foley—there’s only 
one Tom Foley in the country, and he 
hails from Chicago—got. together a 
crowd of players and sent them 
to 
Chicago, 
naming 
them 
the 
White Ktocktngs. 
Those that I 
memlier composing the nine were 
Bill Graver, Jim Woods, M art King 
aud his brother Jim . 
It was with this 
club that we fellows, the Mutuals of 
New York, made the great and first 
record of scoring 9 to 0, and from this 
game came the expression “ Chica- 
goed,” which, I understand, is used 
to this day when a whitewash is 
effected. Then I and a f e w more of 
the hoyrs formed the great Red Stock­ 
ings of Cincinnati and sent them on 
to the Ohio Metropolis. 
And—oh, 
thunder! it's been a long time ago 
and it’s too tiresome to think up. 
Let's have 
suintliin’, everybody,” 
and in a few moments Mr. Drake’s 
wet pantry at the Pacific Hotel was 
obscured. 
“ But the base ball of to-day ain’t _ 
m arker to that of twenty-five years 
ago,” he resumed. 
"W hy, 
what 
catcher 
could have stood behind 
Johuuy 
Hartfield, whose throwing 
record at Hartford has never been 
beaten? Yet your pitchers of to-day 
fire in a hall overhead as though they 
meant to commit murder.

The San Gabriel and Tu- 
junga Canyons Surveyed. 


TH E LATTER IS PR EFER R ED . 


K eport of a D elegate F rom P asa­ 
dena to S alt Lake C ity 
on th e S ubject. 


It i» well known th at careful surveys 
have been made through the Sierra 
Madre at the San Gabriel caflon for an 
overland line th at should have a bet­ 
ter grade a nd less curvature th an the 
lines through the Cajon pass or La 
8oledad cañón. 
Such a lino has been found through 
th e Tujunga caflon. 
The new line 
from Salt Lake City to Los Angeles by 
th e way of Tujunga is said to be 100 
miles shorter than by any other sur­ 
vey. It comes from Wild Horse prai­ 
rie into Rock Creek cañón, thence by 
tunneling two mountain ridges it en­ 
ters through the great Tujunga cañón 
into the San Fernando valley. 
From 
•San Fernando the line will either pass 
through Monte Vista. Crescenta Ca­ 
ñad a and Pasadena, or come down 
through San Fernando to Los Angeles. 
The two tunnels in the mountains 
will not be long, while the grading 
from Salt Lake City to Los Angeles 
will cost but little. 
There is a good 
wagon road all the way from Rock 
•creek to Salt Lake and a distance 
•of 800 miles between Los Angeles, the 
•coming city of the West, and Chicago 
will be saved. 
The mines of gold 
«nd plumbago in the Tujunga cañón 
are rich, and the coal, salt, iron and 
ttilrer along the line is abundant. 
After leaving Mojave every station 
•could be made at a mining camp, so 
there would• be continuous business 
w inter 
and 
summer. 
The track 
would be south of the great snow belt 
and would require no snow sheds. 
A capitalist from Pasadena has just 
returned from Salt Lake and has 
passed over the entire line in a wagon. 
H e is an educated gentleman, an as- 
sayer, a miner, and carries an aneroid 
barometer on his travels to take the 
elevations. 
He states that the cost of 
the road will be but small, as the 
¿grading has mainly been m ade by 
nature. A large num ber of Pasadena 
•capitalists have pledged themselveB 
to contribute freely if the road comes 
«through th a t place. 
It is claimed by some parties that 
«Che C. B. & Q. railway will build the 
«road in connection with a new Los 
Angeles and Salt Lake City companv, 
-while others think that if the people 
along the line will subscribe a liberal 
r 


i that Senator Stanford will build 
road as a part of the Southern 
Pacific system. 
The Salt Lake Tribune of la st Fri­ 
day, September 16th, has the follow­ 
ing account of a meeting in further­ 
ance of the new road as follows: 


TH E WEST COAST ROAD. 
“ The adjourned meeting of those 
citizens ana business men interested 
in the proposed Los Angeles road, 
called for the 15th inst., to perfect the 
incorporation was held last evening in 
the Chamber of 
Commerce, 
with 
Governor West in the 
Chair and 
about fifty persons present. 
Treas­ 
urer 
Farnsworth 
reported 
that 
$16,610 had 
been 
paid 
in, rep­ 
resenting $166,100 in subscriptions. 
One hundred and sixty-eight thousand 
dollars had been subscribed a t the last 
meeting, and $9000 bad been added 
thereto since, as follows: E. D. Hoge, 
E. H. Kohler, Theodore Burmester, 
$500 each; Woolley, Lund & Judd, 
$2500; P. Pugsley, $5000. B ut Boyd 
¿l Park and M. D. Foley, $500 each, 
and W. 11. Ray $1000, had withdrawn, 
leaving the total subscriptions $166,­ 
100. The necessity of making the sub­ 
scription of $175,000 was dwelt upon, 
and finally W. S. McCornick moved a 
week’s adjournment, the chair to ap­ 
point a committee of three to redraft, 
ü necessary, the proposed articles of 
incorporation. The discussion on the 
question showed a misunderstanding 
as to whether the withdrawal of three 
subscribers did not vitiate whole thing, 
an important i>oint involved being how 
far the scheme was affected by the 
signing of names of the withdrawers 
by parties whose authority to do so 
was insufficient. 
David McKenzie 
held that if the amount was not sub­ 
scribed we must wait until it is, and 
give a five days’ notice. Tire chair 
thought the amount already subscribed 
sufficed to cover the distance to the 
Nevada line, and that discussion on 
that point was out of order. 
Mr. Mc- 
Cotnick’s motion was lost, 11 to 16. 
Colonel Hollster, representing the 
Tribune Company, moved adjourn­ 
ment until next Monday night, with 
the appointment of a committee of 
three, as per McCornick’s motion. 
This brought John Cunnington to his 
feet questioning Colonel Hollister’s 
right to vote, as Mr. Lannan’s name 
was down on the subscription list for 
the Tribune Publishing Company. Mr. 
Iannan explained he had taken pains 
that (lay to have the amount sub­ 
scribed divided so as to represent 
$1000 each for Judge Goodwin, Colo­ 
nel Hollister and himself, b u t his re­ 
quest, . it seemed, had not been ob­ 
served. The Chair ruled th a t accord­ 
ing to the paper in Secretary Clayton’s 
possession, the Tribune had but one 
vote, so Colonel Hollister’s motion 
was entertained, as Mr. Lannan with­ 
drew from further active participation 
in the meeting. 
David McLenzie’s 
am endm ent to Colonel Hollister’s mo­ 
tion, viz., to adjourn sine die, was lost; 
10 to 16. 
Finally the motion to meet 
in the Cham ber of Commerce Hall at 
8 p. M., Monday next, was carried, 12 
to 14. Then the Chair appointed W. 
S. McCormick, Jam es Jack and Fred 
Auerbach a committee of three to per­ 
fect articles of incorporation for pre­ 
sentation Monday evening.’’ 
At a previous meeting financial aid 
was pledged from Los Angelos county. 
Should the line be selected through 
Tujunga and Pasadena, a large local 
subscription can be obtained. 
The 
m atter is in the hands of two of the 
best k n o w n men of Pasadena, and they 
wiil push the work with wisdom and 
energy.

Mr. Hall was born in Wal­ 
lingford, Connecticut, in 185 6 . 
His 
father was one of California’s pioneers, 
but Edw ard’s first visit to the State 
was in 1872, when he traveled all over 
the State before he returned home. 
He gave up all of his collegiate course 
at Yale and expressed a most emphatic 
opinion that he should come to Cali­ 
fornia and make it his permanent 
home. 
He had obtained his early 
business education as assistant rep­ 
resentative in New York of the firm of 
H . W. New hall & Co., of San Fran­ 
cisco, commencing at the age of 1 
In 1877 he eame to California, settling 
in San Francisco as a representative 
of several eastern factories under the 
firm name of A. I. Hall A Son. 
From 
a business with a few agencies he 
through his energy enlarged it until it 
was one of the leading manufacturing 
agencies on the coast. 
Three years 
ago, after a severe attack of pneumo­ 
nia, he found himself compelled to 
leave San Francisco and seek the cli­ 
mate of Southern California, which lie 
thought would be beneficial to his 
health. 
After he had been here a 
short time his health improved, and 
shortly afterwards he found himself 
able 
to undertake some of 
the 
largest enterprises in real estate and 
public improvements effected in lx» 
Angeles. He was one of the founders 
anu promoters of the Los Angeles Im­ 
provement Company axul the Second 
Street Cable Railway Company. 
He 
was of untiring energy, and never sat­ 
isfied in idleness. 
Owing to this 
trait he accumulated quite a fortune, 
of which he was well deserving for his 
hard work. 
At the time of his death 
he was a director of the I-os Angeles 
Improvement Company, of the Second 
Street Cable Railway Company, of 
the Temple Street Cable Railway Com­ 
pany. and of the California Bank, 
which will be located on the corner of 
Fort and Second streets. 
He was one 
of the promotora of that building, 
which is one of the finest in this city, 
and will be fullv occupied on October 
1st.

A 
few nights ago Sergeant Jeffries and 
posse, after the display of considerable 
work, finally located a Chinese tan 
game in Nigger alley. 
A council of 
war was held among the officers, and 
finally they dropped in upon the un­ 
suspecting mongolians in all direc­ 
tions. They fell in through th e roof 
and popped up tlirough the crack in 
the floor, thus being enabled to “ size 
up” the game and confiscate the evi­ 
dence with which they hoped to con­ 
vict the players. A big bag of buttons 
and the remainder of the outfit was 
secured. 
Yesterday morning, when the case 
was called, S. M. White appeared on 
behalf of the Chinamen and interposed 
a demurrer, alleging that the gambling 
ordinance under which they were ar­ 
rested is unconstitutional and insuffi­ 
cient, and that the form of the com­ 
plaint is contrary to the requirements 
of law. 
It was claimed that the offi­ 
cers were not familiar with the game 
of tan, and that consequently they 
cannot intelligently swear that the 
game is one of chance and not a game 
of science.

m H E TERM CATARRH IS APPLIED TO A 
J . peculiar disorder of the nostrils au d ad ­ 
jacent parts, which prevails to an alarm ing 
extent, and is productive of very Herious 
consequences. 
The most prom inent and characteristic 
feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature a t different times. 
In som e there is an alm ost constant flow 
of d ea r, acrid fluid, but oftcneran offensive, 
purulent or m uco-purulent, greenish-yellow 
m atter is secreted, which accum ulates in 
the nostrils or drops Into the throat, neces­ 
sitating its frequent rem oval by blowing th e 
nose or expectoration, and often by both 
proe esses. 
Sometim es 
patients 
feel 
as 
though their head was in a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great is the am ount of m utter dis­ 
charged and so fetid is its odor. Tho pa­ 
tient is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into the th ro at of tlie m oibid 
m atter from the head, aud as a recum bent 
position naturally favors th e flow downward 
his rest is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie ^ ith 
the head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree ot comfort. 
In others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
imlatc, in the passage between the throntnnd 
head, adhering to the parts with glulsh tenac­ 
ity. 
Its lodgment em barrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and u n ­ 
easiness lu the affected locality, which gives 
rise to a constant and alm ost irresistible d e­ 
sire to relieve th at discom fort by draw ing 
the m ucus into the throat so as to eject it by 
the m outh.

The nasal m em brane is thickened an d 
conjeated, causing th e noBe to be B to p p c d up, 
som etimes on one side, sometimes on th e 
other, and ofteu on both, giving rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation in the h e a d , 
and 
occasioning violent and

paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, in d istin ct and husky, 
or of a nasal character, displaying a Bort of 
sniffing quality. O ftentim es there is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness aud discordance.
